ANGELA DAVIS - Jngela Davis who has been held in California jails without bail for 
well over a year on a charge of aiding and abetting a crime comes to trial on 

January 31, 1972. During the National W.1I.l.P.F. Convention at Marylhurst in July 

of 1971 a resolution was passed supporting iingela Davis in her contention that she 

is innocent anc that there is insufficient evidence to hold her for being part of 

the events of August 7, 1970 at the Marin County Courthouse and that she is being 
persecuted as a political prisoner.  +Recently she was transferred to an uncer- 
grounce dungeon in the Palo Alto, Calif. Jail. Her 6' x 8! cell is unheated and has 
only a double bunk bed and a toilet. She is not allowed to wear shoes. She is alone 
and cannot see outside. - These conditions are generally used on hardened convicted 
criminals, and jngela Davis hasn't even had a trial! ler cell connects by an under- 
ground passage to a small courtroom, which would likely be used for mostly press and 
police. No acequate public trial is possible there.
